In the subsection (k) being added by section 9402, 

add at the end the following new sentences: ‘‘No alloca-

tion may be made to a State under the preceding sen-

tence unless the chief executive officer of such State has 

submitted to the Secretary a certification that all data 

published by the State relating to skilled nursing facili-

ties in such State is accurate and will continue to be ac-

curate. The Comptroller General of the United States 

shall periodically review such data published by each 

State and submit to Congress a report on any significant 

inaccuracies in such data, including any such inaccura-

cies that occurred before the date of the enactment of 

this subsection.’’. 
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
